OKLAHOMA CITY Flash flooding across the 
Oklahoma City area stranded motorists on 
their morning commutes Monday prompting 
at least a half-dozen rescues and at least three 
interstate closures, authorities said. 

No injuries were immediately reported, 
but drivers were being warned to stay off the 
roads, Oklahoma police Lt. Gamille Hardin 
said. Portions 
of interstates 35, 

44 and 235 were 
closed, as were 
numerous smaller 
thoroughfares 
in and out of the 
metro area. 

“There are cars 
where you can 
see just the roof- 
tops; they’re to- 
tally submerged 
in water,” Hardin 
said. Footage 
from KOCO-TV 
showed a person 
bailing water out 
of the passenger- 
side window of a 
half-submerged 
car before being 
rescued by crews 
on a boat. 

“There are vari- 
ous swift-water 
rescues that have 
occurred and are 
currently taking 
place across the 
city” said Oklahoma City emergency man- 
agement director Frank Barnes. 

Fire crews went door to door, asking resi- 
dents whose homes back up to Spring Creek 
to voluntarily evacuate while a nearby dam is 
evaluated. Rising water was creeping toward 
the top of the dam by late morning. 

Anywhere from i to 3 inches of rain an hour 
were falling on parts of the city and the Na- 
tional Weather Service said a few spots had 
received 9 inches of rain. 

“There’s been showers and thunderstorms 
almost continually for the better part of six 
hours,” weather service forecaster Forrest 
Mitchell said.

Mixing bikes 
with the CTA 

Despite the gloomy weather, about 
400 bike commuters turned out 
Monday morning at two Chicago 
commuter hubs to celebrate Bike to 
Work Week. Thousands more are 
expected to bike to work the rest of 
the week, according to the Active 
Transportation Alliance, which is 
hosting bike commuting events 
through Friday. 

For new and veteran bike commuters, here is Going Public’s list 
of dos and don’ts for bringing your bike on the CTA. 

» Don’t bring your bike on trains during weekday rush hour (7-9 
a.m. and 4-6 p.m.). At other times, up to two bikes are allowed on 
each rail car, but bikes are not allowed on the Blue Line cars with 
the accordion doors. 

» Do learn how to put your bike on buses. The CTA has posted a 
step-by-step guide to placing your bike on the racks on the front of 
the bus and an instructional video on transitchicagoxom.Tell the 
bus driver you are loading your bike. 

» Do use a bike rack. More than 90 of the CTA’s 144 rail stations 
have bike racks, CTA spokeswoman Katelyn Thrall said. The racks 
are first come, first served. 

» Don’t lock your bikes to station handrails, railings, doors, ramps 
and stairways. The CTA may remove these bikes without notice. 

» Don’t abandon your bike at the CTA’s racks. The CTA said it con- 
siders a bike abandoned if it seems inoperable or hasn’t been moved 
in more than 14 days. The CTA will place a notice on a bike if it ap- 
pears to be abandoned, and the owner has seven days to claim it. 

Get pumped 

The CTA is reducing parking fees at most of its park-and-ride lots 
Thursday to encourage taking public transit for the national Dump 
the Pump Day anti-driving initiative. Parking at the Rosemont and 
Forest Park Blue Line lots will be reduced from $5 to $3, the CTA 
said. All other lots will be reduced from $4 to $2 for 12 hours of 
parking except for the Linden Purple Line lot, which works on a 
token system and won’t see a reduced rate. 

Not the CTA’s Idol’ 

Crystal Bowersox just can’t win. The “American Idol” runner-up, 
who used to perform on CTA platforms when she lived in Chicago, 
recently told the Sun-Times that she would love to play a concert 
in the subway But the CTA told CP that wouldn’t fly “Unfortu- 
nately CTA facilities, including platforms, are not designed to host 
an event such as a concert, which would draw a large, stationary 
crowd,” Thrall said in an e-mail.

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Rats-to-riches tale has plenty of fans In the clothing 
Industry— and plenty who defend the rodent’s rights

Can you imagine nuzzling the rich, soft, cinnamon-brown fur of a rat. Well, a 
nutria to be exact. 


The use of the semi-aquatic rodent in clothing seems to be the latest craze 
among designers, including fashion icon Oscar de la Renta and menswear ma- 
ven Billy Reid, according to a recent Vanity Fair blog post. If the fall/winter col- 
lections shown on the runways at Newlihrk’s Fashion Week in February were 
any indication, this chunky rodent’s coat appears to be edging its way “in.” Not 
surprisingly, animal-rights groups and some designers oppose its use. 

“I would never use an animal product that involved hurting an animal, period,” said 
Lara Miller, an eco-friendly, Chicago-based designer who is executive director of the Chi- 
cago Fashion Incubator at Macy’s on State Street. “I don’t think it’s a necessity. There’s 
so many great recycled synthetics that make really wonderful looking, fashion forward, 
furlike garments.” 

The push-back doesn’t appear to faze other designers. 

“It’s sort of the badass fur,” Reid told Vanity Fair in last month’s issue. Reid, named by GQ 
in March as one of the best new designers in America, used nutria in hats and on cuffs in his

LOS ANGELES History and Hollywood cast them as 
vermin responsible for plagues, famine and famous 
movie lines like “You dirty rat!” But to a small group 
of fans, the rat is a charming pocket companion as 
loyal as a dog and cleaner than a cat. 

Nearly 6o percent of American households have 
pets, according to an Associated Press-Petside.com 
poll. About 74 percent of pet owners polled in Oc- 
tober said they had dogs, 47 percent said they had 
cats and 3 percent said they had a gerbil, hamster, 
mouse or rat. 

“To own a rat is to know that forever your heart 
will walk outside your body on four little feet,” said 
Dale Burkhart, 66, of Claremont, Calif She is the 
vice president for the California-based American 
Fancy Rat and Mouse Association. 

Burkhart’s nickname is Hattie McRattie and she 
runs the House Mouse Cafe at club events. Because 
of her arthritis, she no longer keeps rats but remains 
devoted, recalling how her fiance used to come over 
to visit her and her rats. 

“They would groom his hair, groom his eyebrows 
and eyelashes. They are always grooming each oth- 
er. That’s how they show respect and affection,” 
Burkhart said. “We become the alpha rat and they 
groom us.” 

The average life span of a rat is two to three years, 
Debbie Ducommun said. She is an author and inter- 
national rat expert known as “The Rat Lady” and was 
a consultant for makers of the movie “Ratatouille.” 

A short life span is the “downside of dear little 
rattles,” said Cathleen Schneider-Russell, a mem- 
ber of the association. “You have to enjoy every 
precious moment.” 

Most fans will keep a small colony of rats, said 
Stephen Zawistowski, executive vice president and 
science adviser for ASPCA national programs based 
in New Yoik. That does not mean one rat cannot 
be very special, said Jenna R. Lillibridge, director of 
Any Rat Rescue in Scottsdale, Ariz. 




Chicago’s furry 
friends? Not quite 

Dirty rats! No doubt you’ve 
seen the beady-eyed rodents 
running down Chicago’s 
alleys. 

But did you know the city 
has its own task force to get 
rid of them? The group dis- 
tributes garbage cans with 
tight-fitting lids to cut off the 
animals’ food supply and 
encourages dog owners to 
clean up after their pets be- 
cause rats feast on dog poop, 
said Matt Smith, spokes- 
man for the city’s Street and 
Sanitation Department. 

In addition to placing rat 
poison inside rodents’ bur- 
rows in alleys, the city has its 
Mayor Daley’s Dumpster Task 
Force crack down on food 
establishments that have 
dirty conditions that attract 
rats. Smith said. Restaurants 
often are cited for overflow- 
ing dumpsters and encrusted 
grease containers and closed 
until they prove they are 
pest-free. l.v.

Gilles Mendel, a designer of J. Men- 
del, which has a shop on Chicago’s Mag- 
nificent Mile, is known for his use of fur 
and has worked with nutria as trims for 
coats and dresses in his 2007-08 fall and 
winter collections. De la Renta included 
black nutria as a border on a tweed skirt 
in the collection he showed this year. 
Last year, he showcased a black-dyed nu- 
tria vest on the runway 

Nutria is prominent in men’s fashions, 
especially in trims and lining. It gives 
garments a rugged look, said Keith Ka- 
plan, executive director of the Califor- 
nia-based Fur Information Council of 
America. 

“It’s at the very, very early stages of be- 
coming a trend,” said Kaplan, who owns 
a nutria vest and nutria-lined coat.”It’s a 
very durable, warm fur. It’s priced mod- 
erately” 

Despite the economy hitting the fur 
industry hard in 2008 and 2009, de- 
signers still are including fur in their 
clothing lines. Although nutria makes 
up less than 2 percent of total fur sales 
in the U.S., designers are opting to use 
the fur because of its price point and its 
versatility, which allows it to be sheared, 
plucked and dyed, Kaplan said. Still, the 
most-sold fur in the U.S. is mink, fol- 
lowed by fox, both of which are raised 
on fur farms, Kaplan said. 

There’s no excuse for using fur when 
synthetics are just as fashionable, 
warm, durable and less expensive, said 
Ashley Byrne, senior campaigner for 
the People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals. 

“Nutria are just like the other animals

killed for their fur, like rabbits, minks 
or foxes. They feel fear and pain in the 
same way and to the same extent, just 
like a dog or cat,” she said. “The only hu- 
manely sourced fur is faux fur.” 

Still, Kaplan expects to see an upsurge 
in use of nutria fur because of its cost 
and a possible marketing push by groups 
in Louisiana, where the nutria popula- 
tion is prolific. The push is to encourage 
demand so trappers wiU have a greater 
incentive to capture nutria, which have 
destroyed acres of coastal wetlands. The 
state estimates 20,000 acres are current- 
ly affected by nutria. 

So what does the future hold for nu- 
tria? 

Kaplan, of the Fur Information Coun- 
cil, puts it like this: “Like anything in 
fashion, any textile peaks and valleys in

He declared Gulf seafood safe to eat 
and said his administration was redou- 
bling inspections and monitoring to 
make sure it stays that way And his White 
House said Monday it had wrested appar- 
ent agreement from BP PLC to set up an 
independent, multibillion-dollar com- 
pensation fund for people and businesses 
suffering from the spill’s effects. 

Obama said the goal was to pay legiti- 
mate claims “justly, fairly promptly” 
With Obama hoping to convince a 


frightened Gulf Coast and a skeptical 
nation that he is in command, he is mar- 
shaling the tools at a president’s disposal: 
a two-day visit via Air Force One, heli- 
copter and boat in the stricken region; a 
prime-time speech Tuesday night from 
the symbolically important stage of the 
Oval Office; and a face-to-face White 
House confrontation Wednesday with 
the executives of the oil company that 
leased the rig that exploded April 20 and 
led to the leak of millions of gallons of 
coast-devastating crude. 

“I can’t promise folks here in Theo- 
dore or across the Gulf Coast that the oil 
will be cleaned up overnight. It will not 
be,” he said. But, Obama said, “I am con- 
fident that we’re going to leave the Gulf 
Coast in better shape than it was before.”

□ Ten federal police officers were 
killed Monday after being attacked 
by unidentified gunmen near a vocational 
high school in Zitacuaro, Mexico. Brutal 
drug-gang violence has swept Michoacan, 
a state known for its picturesque colonial 
capital, beaches and Monarch butterfly 
sanctuary. 

Uzbek refugees flee 

□ About 100,000 minority Uzbeks 
fleeing mobs of Kyrgyz massed at 
the border Monday, an Uzbek leader said, 
as the deadliest ethnic violence to hit this 
Central Asian nation in 20 years left a ma- 
jor city smoldering. The official count was 
138 dead and nearly 1,800 injured since 
the violence began last week. 

Jimmy Dean dead at 81 

□ Jimmy Dean, a country music leg- 
end and an entrepreneur known for 
his sausage brand, died Sunday. He was 
81. His wife, Donna Meade Dean, said her 
husband died at their home in Henrico 
County, Va.

American thumbs are about to get a much-needed break. 

For each new generation of video game hardware, controllers and joysticks usu- 
ally are assigned additional buttons, functions and gizmos. Microsoft has commit- 
ted gaming heresy with its newly christened Kinect for the Xbox 360, ditching the 
controller altogether. 

Unlike the Nintendo’s Wii or Sony’s upcoming PlayStation Move motion con- 
troller, the Kinect combines a high-tech camera system, an infrared depth sensor 
and a multi-array microphone into a device that reads players’ movements and mir- 
rors them with startling accuracy as an onscreen avatar. 

It lets you choose games or services such as Netflix by pointing with your finger 
toward a menu option. Abu also can video chat with friends over Xbox Live. 

“If you take away the controller, you take away a huge barrier of entry for a lot of 
people,” said Heather Snavely director of communications for Xbox 360. “This is a 
system about connecting and sharing.” 

Knocking down that barrier will draw even more of the growing family and casu- 
al gamer market, a demographic that has been dominated by Nintendo but eludes 
Microsoft and Sony’s systems — often perceived as the domain of the younger, male 
and more hard-core game players. The Xbox 360 also lags a distant second behind 
Wii in the console wars, with Nintendo selling approximately 28 million units com- 
pared with Microsoft’s 20 million, according to industry research group NPD. 

Microsoft believes Kinect, formerly known as Project Natal, is the ace up its 
sleeve and the company is acting like it at this week’s E3 video game convention in 
L.A. Microsoft hired French Canadian entertainment company Cirque du Soleil 
for a flashy, extravagant premiere of the device Sunday night. MTV and Spike TV 
aired the event. 

So far, the Kinect’s buzz at E3 has overshadowed the Move, Sony’s new wand- 
like controller for the Playstation 3 that is reminiscent of Wii’s motion 
controls, and the 3DS — a 3-D version of Nintendo’s DS 
handheld system. 

Kinect comes at a crucial time for the game industry 
Revenues shrank by 8 percent last year, according to NPD, 
to $19.66 billion. 

Kinect is expected to land into stores around the win- 
ter holiday season with several games, including a sports 
title that sounds remarkably 


similar to “Wii Sports” and 
includes boxing, bowling, 
beach volleyball, track and 
field, soccer and table tennis 
minigames. Microsoft has yet to 
release price details.

Put your hands in the air 


It’s not easy to look dignified 
while playing Kinect. 

RedEye’s Geek to Me blogger, 

Elliott Serrano, and I jumped, 
flailed and contorted ourselves 
into sweaty messes within 30 
minutes of our special sneak 
peek tryout of Microsoft’s just 
unveiled Xbox 360 accessory 

If you’re OK with looking 
silly, there’s plenty of fun to be 
had. We tried three minigames 
called ‘Adventures” and de- 
signed to show off the Kinect’s 
capabilities. 

In “Rally Ball,” the player 
uses their arms, legs, head— just 
about every body part imagin- 
able— to direct a host of red bouncy balls to 
knock out a wall of bricks. It’s like an aerobic 
version of the old-school Atari game “Break- 
out.” This is the game I felt most ridiculous 
playing because when multiple balls came at 
me, I just threw my limbs all over the place 
like the worst dancer at the high school prom. 

“Reflex Ridge” is pretty much what it 
sounds like — a virtual obstacle course in 
which you must jump, lean or duck to avoid 
hitting barriers as your mining cart follows 
along a path. 

The “River Rush” game consists of a 
whitewater river raft ride that’s controlled 
by the way you lean your body You also can 
jump to collect airborne gold coins. Playing 
this game with two people required a high 


level of vocal coordination be- 
cause we both had to move the 
same direction to coax the raft 
into following our lead. There 
were also a couple of times I 
thought Elliott and I might 
collide when we tried to steer 
our raft in opposite directions. 

I can’t imagine explaining that 
one to a doctor. 

I’m already expecting count- 
less Y)uTibe videos in which 
players accidentally punch their 
friends, fall into their coffee 
tables or step on their pets while 
playing with the Kinect. 

The potential dangers aside, 
the camera is amazingly accu- 
rate. While I was busy floating on my virtual 
raft, Elliott stepped in to the Kinect’s vision 
and it instantly recognized him as another 
person, throwing him into my game. 

Em not quite convinced, however, that 
Kinect will change the gaming world. 

The games at this point don’t feel much 
more than glorified Wii-fare, and a motion- 
controlled “Call of Duty” or “Halo” is not in 
the works. But Kinect is impressive enough 
that Bill Gates and Microsoft may someday 
rule a video game empire as big as his PC- 
based one.
